1947 when the cadre of the present poiish Naval Air Dlvision was 
heing formed there. The field has two oonorete runways that are 
1,600 m. long and 60 m. wide. The thiekness of the runways was 
unknown to the Source. The Source stated that thls is no longer 
an operational airfield of the divlsion because of the fogp, from 
the sea and also that when there is no wind blowing, lt is diffl- 
cult to utilize the short runways for milltary alroraft. During 
the summę r months the field is used for glider training of the 
cadets from the Cadet School, KWB, King SwierC2fiW8kI of .Warsaw, 

The cadets ranged in age from 7-19 years. The instructors were 
unknown to the Souroe. A Russlan Army radar unit was stationed 
there, (see Encl. (1)) however, when the Naval ariation sąuadron 
was transferred to Stolp, the Russlan unit was transferred to 
Stolpraunde. The Source did not know how many personnel comprised 
the unit. There was one antenna and. sereral rehlcles. The Souroe 
stated that the radar resembled the British Type 28l Skyborne, Air 
Search Rad Ar Antenna, however, the measurements were smallei* than 
thos^presented ln the report on the radar unit at Oksywie 


2. Stolp (see gnoi. (21) ; 

a. Thls iś an operational airfield formerly used by the 30th Regiment 
of the Poiish Naval Air Divlsion, however, currently it is utilized 
by the Russians. In 1951 the Poiish unit was transfewed to 
Oksywie. In 1952 when the joint American and British fleet 
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exercises were being held In the Baltic area a Russian sąuadron 
of MIG- 15 ’ b arrived at the field. The Souree did not know what 
speclflc unit was there as he had not visited the area subseąuent 
25X1 C to the depa rture of the 30 th Regiment. Accordlng to the Command- 

lng Offieer two runway s were constructed ln the 

interval of TTm^Tetweer^he departure of the Regiment and the 
arrival of the Russians. The specifications, type of materiał 
used, and the headings of the runway s were unknown to the Souree. 

b. The field Is located five kilometers northwest of the town of 
Stolp and it lies on the main highway which connects Stolp and 
Lauenburg. The field* s measurements are approximately 2,000 x 
1,400 m. The Souree heard from eomrades who had flown. In that 
area In 1952, that the wooded area on the northern edge of the 
field had been cleared and a runway was being conetruGted in that 
generał dlrection. It was reported that the western and eastem 
edges of the field were being extended. Souree did not know if 
there was a radar unit there.

3omment : Souree located Wieoko Morskie on the Coastal strip north 
of Vietzker SSJ9, and no other facillties in the immediate area; this is 
not in agreement with USAF Confidential Chart Vol. 14-02 (Airfleld and 
Seaplane Stations of the World). The latter post-dates Souree' s Infor- 
mation and may have purposely omitted that which is no longer considered 
an operational facillty.
